The closest prior art is Berthelette etal. (US 7,169,809, equivalent of WO 
2004/103955). The prior art describes similar compounds with one nitrate group. The 
instantly claimed compounds have two nitrate groups. However, it is not obvious to add 
another nitrate group to the products of the prior art and exactly in the claimed position. 
Therefore, the prior art does not anticipate, or render obvious, the products as 
described in the instantly claimed invention. Therefore, claims 1-7, 11, 12 and 14-19 are 
allowable .
